INSURANCE Mllll
KILLS HIMSELF

George D. Johnston Commits
Suicide While Alone in His
Room at Boarding-House.

George D. Johnston, fifty years old.
committed suicide by shooting himself
through the right temple early yes¬
terday morning at his hording house.
14 South Third Street. It was said
that he was mentally unbalanced, and
this was assigned as the cause for
his act.

Little is known in Richmond of
the man. Hia home was formerly in
A k xandria. where hia mother, hta
»nly relative, lives. She waa away
from that city when a telegram an¬

nouncing his death was sent there
tarly in the day. However, an Alex¬
andria undertaker said he would take
charge of the body, and it will e

shipped this morning st 8 o'clock.
A report, apparently that of a re¬

volver, was heard about 7 o'clock by
persona In the house where Johnston
made his home, but little attention
eras paid it. When Johnston failed to

appear for breakfast Blair Meanley.
another boarder, volunteered to awaken
him. He found Johnston's door locked
and recalling the gun-shot heard
earlier, became alarmed and forced
the door. Johnston waa found dead
In bed. the bullet wound in his head

and the weapon, of 38-calibre. near.

hi* right hand.
Oflea Acted Queerry.

Johnston was engaged here as an

insurance broker and was known in:
business circles. He came here from1
New York, where he had been engaged
in the insurance business Persons
who knew him frequently noted queer
acts on his part and this led to the im-
pression that he was mentally un- ]
sound. No other motive Is known. He j
left no notes snd hsd never expressed
any intention of taking his life.
More than a year ago Johnston ere-

j nted a sensation when he appeared at
the breakfast table of a Franklin
Street boarding-house armed with a

gun. He forced those seated to risv.
Mil in line and for sometime drilled
them as soldiers.
Following that he was sent to the,

City Jail Hospital, then to a sana-
torium in Baltimore, where he was

under treatment for several weeks. It |
was thought that he had fully re-
covered.
Coroner Taylor, who decided that an j

inquest would be unnecessary, turned'
the body over to an undertaker. Plans,
were at once made for its shipment to j
